Truman Makes Off-llie-lteeord 
Plea For Toleraiiee 


By Drew Pea rso n 


W A SHINGTON.—Som etim es 
the 
President’s 
off-the-record rem ark s that 
never reach the 
papers are his best. Those present thought this 
was the case when T rum an addressed the joint 
session of the A FL-C IO last week . 


Speak ing w ithout notes and obviously straight 
from the heart, the President made a plea for 
tolerance in w artim e. 


To a considerable extent it was a historical 
speech. The President reviewed the different 
periods 
of hysteria which have gripped 
the 
cou ntry—the Alien and Sedition act in the early 
days of the republic, the K now -N othing party, 
and Ku Klux Klanism. 


He pointed out that the K now -N othing partv 
had been anti-M ason and referi>ed to the fact 
tha t he, himself, was a Mason. The Klan. he 
recalled, was first against the Negro: then w’’hen 
revived in the 1920's, against the Jew and the 
Catholic. 


These 
w^ere evidences 
of intolerance 
w'hich 
did not 
truly represent the Am erican 
people, 
he said, and he was absolutely confident that 
the good judgm ent of 
the Am erican 
people 
would always win out. 


The President did not m ention the M undt- 
Nixon bill or the M cC arran bill, but it was 
obvious he had them in mind. For he referred 
to congressional w itch-hunters who w ave the 
A m erican flag w hile persecuting alien im m i­ 
grants and tram pling on the rights of loyal 
A m ericans. 


“This is the raw m aterial of totalitarianism ,“ 
he said. 


W hile fighting the intolerance of totalitarian­ 
ism, he em phasized, we m ust not tak e on the 
m ethods of totalitarianism . Recalling that totali­ 
ta rian regim es 
had 
persecuted 
labor unions, 
religious groups and fraternal organizations, he 
pointed out tha t under the Alien and Sedition 
act, naturalized citizens hardly dared say any­ 
thing in public about the governm ent for fear 
of being throw n in Jail, and this, he inferred, 
m ight also happen under the M undt-N ixon and 
M cC arran bills. 


He Told It to the M arines 


Most people don’t k now it, but w hen P resi­ 
d ent T ru m an ousted Adm. Louis Denfeld as 
chi-ef of naval operations last year, he also 
planned to oust Gen. Clifton Cates as com ­ 
m and ant of the M arine Corps. 


Cates w as a strong ally of Denfeld in the 
B-36 row betw een the N avy and the A ir Force. 
H owever, public reaction to D enfeld’s ouster 
w as so hot that the President changed his mind 
about relieving G eneral Cates. 
N et result w as tha t no love has been lost 
betw een Mr. T rum an and the Marine* Corps 
com m ander: so that the President 
— who has 
a 
long m em ory for those who e \ e r cross him — 
w as Aiot anxious to eat crow last week . 
W hen G eneral Cates was called to the White 
House, therefore, he got a formal though polite 
greeting. 
Speak ing a 
little stiffly, the 
com­ 
m and er-in-chief told the M arine Corps com­ 
m and er that he w as m ak ing a public apology 
to the M arines “ for the good of the country” 
and the w ar effort. He added that he had been 
too hasty and his words w ere too strong.

that 
there 
were 
some 
grounds for his reference to the M arines' propa- 
ganda activities. As an instance, he cited the 
terrific pressure he was getting to give the 
M arines a voice on the joint chiefs of staff. 
NOTE— G eneral Cates, himself, has not been 
a verse, to this pressure. If the M arines were 
m ade part of the joint chiefs of staff, he would 
become the M arine Corps representing on it. 
Slapping a Good Neighbor 
Last spring flags along Constitution avenue 
read “W elcome Gonzalez Videla!” as the presi­ 
dent of Chile paid an official visit to the U.S.A. 
A good part of W ashington turned out, plus 
President T rum an and all the cabinet to greet 
the head of the neighbor nation which had 
banned com m unism and was considered one of 
the best dem ocratic friends of the United States. 
President Videla did not ask for anything 
w hen he cam e to W ashington. He did not need 
to. Í or the State departm ent has long k now n 
tha t w hat Chile w ants most is to have our 2 
cents per pound excise tax on copper held in 
abeyance. 
All during the w ar. because we needed cop­ 
per badly, this tax was held in abeyance, since 
w hat it actually am ounted to w as a penally 
against

people 
and 
the

A rm y-N avy. 
Shortly after P resident Videla had gone back 
to Chile, however. Congress literally slapped 
him in the face by I'estoring the tax against 
copper.

Since then the House of Representatives has 
voted to suspend the tax; but, despite repeated 
urging by P resident T rum an, the Senate has 
not.

\ our ]\ew Social Security

How' m uch do you k now* about your new 
social security? Of course, you k now that Con- 
gicss has extended Federal fam ily insurance 
to approxim ately ten million more people. You 
k now’ that the President has signed the am end- 
ed act. You realize that it is now a law. But 
do you k now' how* it will affect you? Are you 
am ong the new' millions who m ay have social 
security protection beginning in January? 


I say “m ay” because for all of the 9.700,000 
for w'hom social security is now* m ade possible, 
co\ erage is not automatic. For some groups it 
will be com pulsory: for others it will be volun­ 
tary. i or all of the new groups there will be 
certain exceptions and qualifications. I shall 
deal with each group separately in following 
articles in this series. T oday, however, let’s 
consider the new' social security law* as an 
entirety. 


In signing the original Social S ecjrity Act 
on August 
14. 
1935, President Roosevelt de­ 
clared it “a cornerstone in a structure which 
is being built but is by no means complete.” 
This edifice of social legislation is still u n­ 
finished. Construction will be continued. I am 
coniident, through the decade ahead. How'e\er, 
the progress m ade since the “cornerstone” lay­ 
ing fifteen years ago is im pressi\e. W ith the 
enactm ent of the am ended law this sum m er 
w*e can begin to see social .security in perspec­ 
tive, Its size and solidity, and practicability in 
design are assurance to all. This is an enduring 
fortress 
for protection on the hom e-front—a 
defense against the economic enemy. Want, tha+ 
so often am bushes the aging w ork er and in- 
\ ades the sur\ i\ ors*. home. 
Right here, how e\er. is the time and place to 
say that Federal old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance under .social .security is not a refuge for 
the thriftless or a ha\ en for the indolent. More­ 
over, Federal old-age and survivors insurance 
is just vviiat the title implies. It is assurance, 
not charity. It is a m eans vv'hereby the w’ork er, 
in his years of productivity, contributes through 
his earnings tow ard a m easure of protection for 
him self and his family in his old age, and for 
his family if he should die. 
The w ork er’s contributions to the social se­ 
curity tax are. in essence, his share of insur­ 
ance pm niu m s. The social security card in his 
billfold symbolizes his insurance policy. That 
policy is the social security law it.self. 
W hat does his social security policy say'’ Just 
w hat are his rights as a policy holder in F ed ­ 
eral old-age and survivors insurance? 
In articles to follow, 
I shall endeavor to 
answ er these and related q uestions about your 
new social security.

“I’ve done everything I can to get the state­ 
hood bills pas.sed, but certain people in Con- 
gress have block ed me at every turn,” T rum an 
insisted. “Now these people are trying to m ak e 
it appear that it would help Russia if the people 
of Hawaii and Alask a achieved statehood.” 
This drew a hot retort from Bartlett, who 
recalled that one of the statehood foes, GOP 
Sen. A ndrew F. Schoeppel, had charged that 
Alask an Esk imos w ere visiting back and forth 
wdth Siberians. 
“That simply isn’t true,” a.sserted B artlett 
“The Russians them selves put an end to the 
practice three years ago by arresting 20 of our 
Esk imos who w ent over to Siberia.

Astrology laid its paralyzing hand on the mind 
of Greece and k illed it. 
The Greek mind was a good mind, 
facing bravely the tacts of life, until it lost its nerve and turned 
to the stars to find destiny wrilleti there. 
The mind of India 
was a creative mind, producing the amazing Sansk rit literature, 
until astrology m ade it sterile and noncreative bv turning it to­ 
w ard the stars instead of toward the facts of life.
